MANUSCRIPT, OF A MOST UNUSUAL CHARACTER. The writer 
describes himself as Keeper of the Archives in the Tower of 
London, and was evidently a devoted follower of the Karl of 
Leicester, as well as a determined Protestant. His Satyrical 
Pictures of the Evil Monks exhibit Thomas Haxey ‘“ Sacerdus 
Seditiosus” uncrowning K. Richard II. Others of the same 
character are: ‘‘ De monacho Libidinoso,” ‘‘ De Episcopo Securo,” 
“De Abbate Ingluvioso” (a fat monk with a roast pig), ‘de Fratre 
hypocritico,” “de monacho avaro,” etc. The miniature of the 
“Triumphs of King Edward I” is especially fine, and the 
map very important for the state of the British Isles at that 
period. English MSS. of the XVIth century with any 
attempt at miniature painting are extremely uncommon.
